Summary of reasons for decision: 

This Blu-ray disc contains a feature that has previously been classified by the Classification Office 
as a theatrical film. The film 'Spy' was classified as R16 with the descriptive note ‘Contains 
violence, sexual references and offensive language’ (OFLC ref. 1500329.000, decision registered 6 
May 2015). In addition to that feature, the Blu-ray disc also contains an extended version of the 
feature and a large quantity of extra components. 

The feature is spoof of popular spy thrillers, and most of the extra components are humorous 
outtakes, ad-libbing by the comedic stars, bloopers, and behind-the-scenes footage. 

The reason for the theatrical film’s R16 classification was a combination of the effects of 
violence, sexual content and highly offensive language. The extended version of the feature and 
the extra components add to the extent of this material, but are entirely in keeping with the tone 
of the feature. As such the original classification and descriptive note are still appropriate.
